Dublin, Get. ll.—The sixth anniver­ 
sary of the death of Charles Stewart 
Parnell was celebrated by 5,000 Nation­ 
alists, who paraded the streets to the 
bleak Glasnevin cemetery, where they 
heaped high the grave of their famous 
and lamented 
leader 
with flowers 
brought from the counties of Ireland. 
The demonstration was unique. Pre­ 
vious demonstrations have had strictly 
a funeral character, but, iu accordance 
with the decision of the leaders, this 
one was divested of all the trappings 
and the suits of woe and was converted 
into a trium phal procession, lively na­ 
tional airs replacing dirges. 
The country people were brought in 
by crowded excursion trains. 
In their 
hats they wore ivy and shamrocks in­ 
stead of crape. 
The poverty of Ireland 
was exhibited, not only by the children 
who walked in their bare feet, but in 
the attempts at a uniform for the pro­ 
cessionists, who seldom achieved more 
than a faded green sash or a spray of 
ivy on the coat. 
The car was surmounted with bust of 
Parnell, over which streamed a green 
flag, emblazoned with a setting sun of 
gold. 
It was piled high with flowers 
and was drawn by four black horses. 
After the car came the members of 
the Irish parliamentary party, headed 
by Mr. John Redmond, member of par­ 
liament for W aterford, the moving 
spirit of the celebration. 
They were 
followed by the honorary officers of the 
demonstration committee, the staffs of 
Irish papers and then by the carriages j 
containing Mr. John Parnell, M. P., 
Mrs. Dickinson, sister of the dead pa­ 
triot, other members of the Parnell 
family and James Stephens. 
The von- , 
erable Mrs. Delia Parnell w as unable 
to be present. 
The iord mayor and corporation of 
Dublin, the mayors, sheriffs and m u­ 
nicipal dignitaries of Cork aud Limer­ 
ick robed in their official regalia, the 
maces being wound with ivy, rode next 
in gilded coaches. 
After this came the 
various Irish societies.

The opinion of a majority of the 
physicians is that there is no yellow 
rover at Galveston, but a type of 
dengue fever has existed for the past 
60 days, that there have been 16,IKK) 
cases of dengue and not a single death. 
A meeting of citizens of Galveston 
was held today for the purjiose of ask­ 
ing Dr. Wyman to keep Dr. Gniteras 
here until he has had time to report 
fully ou all suspicious cases Galveston 
was somewhat excited Saturday night, 
but the city is now quiet. 
Tfie Santa Fe iH the only railroad 
open. 
All other roads were cut off be­ 
fore anyone could get out of town. 
The Santa Fe took out 196 people. 
Forty-two people were booked for New 
York by steamer which sailed today 
aud 40 people have left by boat for bay 
shore poiuts. This constitutes the total 
hegira from here. 
The citizens claim 
if these four «ases are yellow fever 
then thousands of citizens have had it, 
as there have been thousands of cases 
similar to the cases pronounced by Dr.

Solicitpr Grbsshans has rweived a 
typi'writ ten copy of the decision of 
.Tiidge Burrows in the case of the city 
of East Liverpool, plaintiff in error, 
versus George Miller, defendant in 
error, to tiwt the validity of the ordi­ 
nance to license vehicles for hire. 
While the judge holds that the ordi­ 
nance is clearly unconstitutional he also 
sustains the position of the city that it 
has a right to tax vehicle« kept for hire, 
and it is probable an ordinance will be 
passed in the near future which covers 
that ground. 
In giving this opinion the judge sa ys: 
“ When that was passed the very next 
section, -ifiiO, revised statutes of Ohio, 
provided that council may also license 
the owniers of vehicles used for the 
transportation of persons or property,for 
hire. 
So it will be seen that, while in 
section ifiOH the txiancil was authorized 
to license exhibitors of perfonnances and 
I various other things, nothing w as said 
about public vehiclwi; but in section 
i 267 0 It 
sa ys: 
‘Council may 
also 
' license 
the 
owmers 
of 
vehicles, 
meaning the council may license the 
ow’iiers of vehicles as provided in the 
preceding sections, extending simply 
j the provisions of section 2669 to 267 0. 
But it is not necessary in this case to de­ 
cide that question. I only intimate that 
that would probably be the opinion of 
the majority of this court, if not the 
unanimous opinion.”

Hast Liverpool is not the worst city of 
like size in this great country of ours. 
It is on a par with many other small 
(sties in the United States. 
It possesses 
many redeeming features, from a hu­ 


m a n standpoint. It furnishes employ­ 
ment to many thousands of working­ 
men and working women ; and, in the 
main, the employers grant to their em­ 
ployes fair remuneration for services 
rendered. There are exceptions to this 
rule, notably where non-union work­ 
men are employed exclusively; but 
these are the exception to the rule, and 
*u< h places are gradually but surely go­ 
ing to the wall, as they ought to do, as 
the laborer is worthy of his hire. 
Another favorable feature exists in 
the fact that our wage earners are above 
the average in intelligence. 
East Liv­ 
erpool has just cause for pride in her 
mechanics and skilled workmen. 
But there exists in this city a curse 
and a blight which is simply awful in 
its debasing and degrading influence 
upon manhood and womanhood ; a curse 
which is far reaching in its evil results, 
and which is slowly but surely bringing 
disgrace and dishonor upon the city's 
fair fame. For a long period of years 
this curse was held in check in a meas­ 
ure bv what was known ae the “ nine 
o'clock dosing ordinance,'’ when saloons 
were compelled to quit business for the 
night, at least so far as legal liquor sell­ 
ing was concerned. 
Then carneau in­ 
famous measure into play. 
The devil, 
in the disguise of the liquor sellers' asso­ 
ciation, discovered that there was not 
enough liquor sold in East Liverpool 
—that the night hours for sale therefor 
were uot long enough. Certain promi­ 
nent men, connected on the sly with the 
liquor business, resolved to have the 
hour extended. 
W ith this aim in view 
they succeeded in placing their creatures 
and tools in council, aud, at the proper 
time, when the infamous plot was ripe 
for execution, they foisted it upon the 
people, ufion this church-going com­ 
munity, where thousands assemble in 
the churches every Sunday and chant 
their praises of God.

favor of the saloons and the saloon 
element, the liquor dealers have been 
fastening and riveting their hold upon 
this Christian community, until they 
(the liquor element) absolutely control 
the municipality, and quietly boast that 
they can place in power w’liom they will, 
aud destroy anyone w ho dares openly 
oppose or antagonize them. 
Is this a 
fanciful or overdrawn picture? Is this 
the mere protest of a so-called “fanatical 
prohibitionist” or an alarmist?

Solicitor Grbsshans bas received a 
typewritten copr of the decision of 
Judge Burrows in the case of the city 
of East Liverpool, plaintiff in 
error, 
versus George Miller, 
defendant in 
error, to test the validity of the ordi­ 
nance to license vehicles for hire. 
While the judge holds that the ordi­ 
nance is clearly unconstitutional he also 
sustains the position of the city that it 
has a right to tax vehicles kept for hire, 
and it is probable an ordinance will be 
passed in the near future which covers 
that ground. 
In giving this opinion the judge says : 
••When that was passed the very next 
section, 9070, revised statutes of Ohio, 
provided that council may also license 
the owners of vehicles used for the 
transportation of persons or property,for 
hire. 
So it will be seen that, while in 
section *2060 the conncil was authorized 
to license exhibitors of performances and 
various other things, nothing was said 
about public vehicles; but in section 
2670 it 
says: 
‘Council may 
also 
license 
the 
owners 
of 
vehicles, 
meaning the council may license the 
ow’ners of vehicles as provided in the 
preceeding sections, extending simply 
the provisions of section 2669 to 2670. 
But it is not necessary in this case to de­ 
cide that question. I only intim ate that 
that would probably be the opinion of 
the majority of this court, if not the 
unanimous opinion.”
